FOR the purpose of exempting certain model steam boilers from the Beiler-and
Pressure Vessel-Safety-Aet certain inspection requirements; requiring that

be set by regulation and certain provisions of law; dtering the period of validity
for a certain certificate; requiring that a certain certificate specify a certain
inspection interval; requiring the chief boiler inspector to issue a certain
10 certificate to an owner of aboiler or pressure vessel under certain conditions;
11 requiring the Department of Labor, Licensing, and Regulation to make a certain
12 report on or before a certain date; defining certain terms; and generally relating
13 to boiler and pressure vessal safety.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF

33 inspector may suspend a certificate at any time when, in the opinion of the inspector,
34 the boiler or pressure vessel for which the certificate was issued:

35 [0)] cannot be operated without danger to public safety; or

36 (i) is found not to comply with regulations adopted under this
37 subtitle.
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1 2 The suspension of a certificate continues until:

2 [0)] the boiler or pressure vessel is made to conform to the
3 regulations adopted under this subtitle; and

4 (i) the certificate isreinstated.

5 e @® If aboiler or pressure vessel for which a certificate was issued based
6 on thereport of a special inspector ceases to be insured by an authorized insurer, the
7 cetificateisinvalid.

8 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, subject to § 2-1246 of
9 the State Government Article, the Department of Labor, Licensing, and Regulation
10 shdl report to the House Economic Matters Committee on or before December 1,
11 2004, on its progressin reducing the number of overdue boiler inspections.

13 effect July 1, 2004.
